Most of our teachers have been faithful servants 
in the cause of education. 


I believe our schools, as a whole, maintain a rank at the present 


_ time which they never before attained. There seems to be a new in- 


terest awakened on the part of the parents to repair old school- 
houses, or build new ones, for the comfort and convenience 
of their children, and we hail it with joy. 


The money raised for the support of our Public Schools, and for 
elevating their character to the highest possible standard, should 
never be looked upon in the light of a public burden or charity. 


Is there an inhabitant of this Town whose circumstances, wheth- 
er he has children or not, would be as favorable without our schools 
as with them? Would it be as well for any one were all the chil- 
dren of this Town to grow up in ignorance, with none of the capabil- 
ities and restraints of education? Would our property be as valuable 


as now? Would there be equal safety? How long would a respect- 
able man be willing to live in such society?
